The time has come - came long ago - for you nbt to have to be the typist on 
any tiling in the Ray case other than your letters. You ougfet not henceforth do the 
flnaly typing of a ything to be filed and you ought not even thing of retyping your 
rough draft of the Ray appeal, (Hill Quadrini, who currently is broke, to which A1 
was insensitive, will be in touch with you. I want him to speak to me then. First 
I want to see if he can use my deposit account for the xeroxes he is to get at 
Archives and next while he is in DC I want to get him to search for a decent typist 
for you on the 226-75 appeal. Pm going to raise this with Floyd when I heard 
from him.) 

Bud has to start carrying the part of tho load that is no real problem for him. 

If he declines or delays I want your permission to lot me deal with it. 

% suggestion is that you write him and put it on mo and say that you have to 
write him because of me - that ypu represent me in some matters you have not been 
able to attend bedause, among other tilings, you have to be the Ray typd. 3 t. Writing 
him instead of talking to him will put more pressure on him and it will appear to 
be not putting pressure on him but your response to my pressure. Tell him that 1 have 
insisted that your representation of me is seriously interfered with by your having 
to bo the typist, too, and that x have inisisted that since he is doing nothing 
else the least he can do is provide the retyping and the typing you need and because 
of time pressures to be aware of it before tho fact so that ho can have the arrange- 
ments made.
